There is the suggestion of a paradox 
bare to say the least If it is permis- 
sible to lengthen a term, it ought also 


w be permissable to shorten It. The 
propositions ought to be parts of the 
same rule. 


Lawyers would resent the 
expres- 


sion of opinions from laymen in the 
matter, but It does seem that the su- 
preme court has made an error of both 
principle and policy in holding that an 
amendment to a law, which has the 
effect of extending the term of an al- 
ready elected official, is valid. It is 
undoubtedly responsible for the load 
of bills which are thrown Into every 
legislature to change the time for offi- 
cials to assume their duties. 
These 


all include term extensions, and there 
(3, to say the least, a suspicion that the 
term extension features of the bills 
are not the least in importance to 
those who are interested in them. Lit- 
igation as to how the hiatus in office 
la to be filled almost always results, 
and in many ways this kind of legis- 
lation Is detrimental to public inter- 
ests, and disturbing to the business 
affairs of the offices affected. 


The sweeping character of the Bram- 


ley bill can be appreciated when it is 
understood that it proposes to extend 
the term of every municipal officer in 
the state whose term would 
expire 


next spring, to next November. The 
alleged grounds for 
the 
proposed 


change are that it will reduce the ex- 
eipenses of our elections about one- 
half. This of course cannot he denied. 
The only question is would the disad- 
vantages of the new election system 
proposed by the bill not 
make the 


change a bad bargain? Reformers of 
municipal politics have found the dif- 
ficulty in separating local from state 
and national politics the greatest ob- 
stacle to reform in local affairs. It is 
quite likely that with the state and lo- 
cal elections united in one, little at- 
tention would be paid to the 
local 


tickets. Think of combining a munic- 
iple election with a presidential elec- 
tion, as would be the case under the 
Bramley bill, eYery four years. With 
the great excitement that usually at- 
tends such an election, is it at all like- 
ly that voters would pay much atten- 
tion to the local issues involved? 


The Country Is Safe. 


Senator Hanna has given the word 


that John K. Malloy and A. C. Caine, 
who were defeated for clerk of the 
house and senate, respectively, by the 
anti-Hanna combine, must be taken 
care of. This will set the country at 
rest. It was feared in some quarters 
that these gentlemen might have to 
remain mere private citizens for a few 
months. 
Having held political jobs 


for many consecutive years, 
to 
find 


themselves without one might cause 
a shock that their constitutions could 
not stand. Bvit happily this is all to 
be averted. Mr. Caine is to secure the 
Place made vacant by the death of 
General J. C. Howe, and Mr. Malloy is 
to get—well, it has not been made 
public yet, but he is to be fixed. 


There was a report from "Washing- 


ton last week that Mr. Malloy was to 
get the Coliimbus poetoffice, but that 
seems to have been secured and nailed 
down by Major R. M. Rownd before 
Malloy got there. It would be nice to 
know what Mr. Malloy is to get, but 
't is solare to know that he is to be 
t^en care of.

fiimary director. 
Mr. Johnson, it is 


understood, will not actively perform 
thtt duties of the office, bnt will employ 
Mrs. Graham to do the work and will 
torn orer the salary of the office to her. 
Mrs. Graham has had charge of the 
office for a number of years past. 


Onr Republican friend's who are in 


council emphatically deny thai they 
considered the infirmary director ques- 
tion when some of them met at the 
Garfield clab the other night. 
They 


say they just met there to listen to the 
pas man, Mr. Dodda. 
Snob being the 


cas9, tbe Times is perfectly willing to 
withdraw the statement that they con- 
sidered the question then. It ia a fact, 
however, that cannot be disputed, that 
the plan was Beriouslv considered and 
parctioally decided npon, to have the 
city clerk, Mr. Adams, do tbe work (if 
the offios. 
Members of council were 


saying that this was a great idea, that 
9525 in salary and rent could be saved 
in this way, and that it was by all 
odds tbe proper thing to do. Such was 
the state of affairs yesterday afternoon, 
bat last night when council met there 
was a change in the feeling and Mr. 
Johnson was elected. 


Now, 
it might be interesting 
to 


know what caused this sudden change 
of front. 
Why were the conncilmen 


not so eager last nighb to aave the tax- 
payers $626 a year, when they had 
admitted that this could be easily done? i 
Is it possible that pressure was brought 
to bear, or that they were anxious to 
show that tbe Times did not know 
what it was talking about? Of course 
the honorable oonnoilmen wonld not 
throw away $525 just to spite 
the 


Times. Bnt then the tax-payers would 
like to know •why this f 526 was not 
•aaved to them, when it oonld have been 
easily done. IMs is the important 
question. 


The ordinance in relation to the city 


infirmary 
director provides that he 


shtll find out and protect apprentices, 
relieve and remove paupers and make 
all proper orders relative to paupers. 


Suction 8 provides that'the Baid di- 


rector shall keep a fair and accurate 
account of all expenses incurred for tbe 
support of the poor within the limits 
of the city and shall make entiles in a 
book of all paupsra and ttio time when 
each became a charge on the city. 


Section 4 provides that npon com- 


plaint 
being made, or information 


given to the director that any person 
residing in the city is in a condition 
that requires public assistance or sup- 
port, said director shall inquire into 
tbe condition and necessities ot such a 
person, and if satisfied that relief ongnt 
to be granted at the public expense. 
and that such person requires temper 
ary or partial relief only, said director 
shall afford snob relief at tbe expense of 
the oity. 


Section 0 provides that the city^clork 


shall act ns cleik of the director and 
snail kuep a general record of his pro- 
ceedings, aa required by the third riec- 
tion of this ordinance. He shall receive 
na a oouipenaation for such ecrvico the 
Bum of fifty dollars, payable quarterly. 


The above sections of the ordinance 


ara interesting. 
It might be askod, 


hnve they bean fnithlnlly followed? 
For instance, has the city clerk kept 
record of all expenses, and has he kept 
in a book n record of nil paupers and 
tbe time when each became u charge 
npon tbo oity? Has this been doue, 
nnd farther, has tbe city clerk boon 
drawing bis fifty dollar salary, whether 
the work was performed or not? These 
are questions of importance to the tux- 
payers. 


And again—in conclusion, why did not 


council curry ont its intention to save 
the city $525 a year? la it not n fact 
that the city clerk and BarHtary police- 
man both have plenty of time on their 
hands to look after this office, and both 
of them are drawing "fair" ealarios, 
too? 


A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 
Another curious incident in con- 


nection with the 
office of infirmary 


director came to 
light today. As 


stated elsewhere, the office is now cost- 
ing the oity $526 a year—§400 for sal- 
ary and $125 for office rent, 
A few 


days ago Col. Martin Micklethwait 
submitted a written proposition 
to 


council agreeing to do the work of the 
office in a satisfactory manner for $150 
a year. Sj far ns known thin applica- 
tion was not considered at all. 
Now, 


why was this? Mr. Micklethwait is a 
good citizen and has been a resident of 
Portsmouth for many yearj. 
There is 


no question but that he would fill the 
office in a satisfactory manuer, and tax- 
payers would like to kno\v why his ap- 
plication was not considered. 
Here 


was a chance to save $375 a year out- 
right, but the councilmen did net seem 
to care. 
There is certainly a day of 


reckoning in store for this city council. 


llahon was a lovely giil, warmhearted 
and of a tender and loving disposition.
